On December Ist, 1947, the cost of 
living index stood at 146, ahd it is expected that when the next report of 
the Dominion Bureau of St@tistics is made public in February, this figure 
may show an increase, due to the continued advances in the prices of Some 


commodities. Some time ago, officials of the Dominion Department ot 
Finance predicted that the cost of living index would not likely go higher 


“than 145, but it now appears that it may exceed that figure considerably. 


In 1920, which was the peak year of inflation if Canada following the First 
Great War, the cost of living index was 145.4, which was a record for high 
living costs in the Dominion.. In calculating the present cost of living index, 
the basic figure of 100 represents price levels between the years 1935 and |

Solving Soil Problems In The Wes 


U.S. Soils Conservation Borrows 


Canadian Developments In Farming 


By T. R, MELVILLE-NESS 
Central Press Canadian 
d prairie farmer would have wrink- 
led his brow if asked the meaning of 
the words “soil conservation”, He 
figured that, whatever it was, it 
didn’t affect him, anyway. 

That was in the hey-day of the} 
booming '20’s. Most plains farmers 
had experienced a bit of drought here 
and there, but the country had_ not 
been settled long enough for many of 
them to have seen the drastic effects 
of a hot, dry season, with scorching 
winds that shrivelled everything in 
their path. Here and there, crop 
failures had been experienced, but 
they were regarded as a normal con- 
dition every season at widely-scatfer- 
ed points across the prairie provinces. 

In those days, farmers plowed 
deeply into the land with mould- 
board implements, stirred the soil 
Mine and ten inches down. They cov- 
ered the stubble and burned straw 
piles left by threshing machines in 
the fall. If the stubble was long, 
they burned that before plowing, too. 
They used cultivation tools that pul- 
verized and dried the soil surface. 

Disaster Strikes 

Gradually the spongy content of 
the soil, heritage of the prairie sod, 
disappeared. The scientists at experi- 
mental farms, and a few farmers 
foresaw disaster, experimented with 
new and better methods that might 
avert the disaster. They were not 
quite ready when disaster struck, 
though, in the early ’30’s. 

No western farmer who went 
through it will forget the first year 
of drought, Crops that showed prom- 
ise right up to the middle of June, 
1930, slowly died as the rains failed 
to come, and the hot winds blew. By 
mid-July the grain crops were shriv- 
elled and died. There was no cover 
on the land, and the winds blew the 
dust for hundreds of miles in great 
choking clouds. There was dust and 
despair everywhere. 

The story of the drought would fill 
many large books. It did, in fact, 
“fill plenty of books for the soils scien- 
tists who recotded the effects of the 
dry, searing winds, and the things | 
that happened to the prairie soil, de- 
pleted of organic matter, blown by 
the wind right down to the hard sub- 
soil. 

Something had to be done quickly, 
said the scientists, and they knew 
exactly what was needed. It wasn’t 
easy to get farmers to change their 
thinking about how the land should 
be cultivated, but by example and 
daily contact, soils workers at the 
experimental stations and universi- 
ties managed to spread the radically 
new gospel. 

New Concept Of Farming 

Briefly, the new creed was summed 
up in a few sentences. . Aim at shal- 
low cultivation...keep stubble trash 


on top of the ground...don’t burn |!98

The combine harvester, gaining in 
popularity in the '30’s, was recogniz- 
ed as an important aid. to soil con- 
servation, in that crop residues were 
scattered on the land. Organic mat- 
ter that used to be burned was re- 
stored to the soil, which was able to 
regain some of its sponginess. The 
trash cover helped prevent soil drift- 


Western Canada made a lot of 
headway in the dry years along the 
line of soil conservation. An Official 
of the United States soils conserva- 
tion service, visiting in Saskatchewan 
recently, paid tribute to the accom- 
plishments of: soils men and farmers 
on the prairies, said that a good 
many of the methods and devices 
worked out by Canadian workers had 
been picked up and used across the 
line. The man from down south, Wil- 
kie Collins, Jr., of Lincoln, Nebraska, 
chief of the agronomy section of the 
famous service, spoke to a gathering 
of agrologists in Saskatoon late in 
December,.“You people have made 
splendid progress in your soil conser- 
vation work,” he said. “Your meth- 
ods we have found to be sound and 
effective, and the record indicates you 
are getting results.” 

But while Canadian workers realize 
they have made good progress, they 
know the battle isn’t won yet. There 
are still many farms where harmful 
practicés continue to deplete the land, 
where wind and water erosion take 
heavy toll of the soil. The ideal pro- 
gram, they say, would provide for a 
conservation service. available to 
every farmer, and would include such 
things as revised cropping and culti- 
vation practices, layouts for contour 
farming, plans for improving run- 
down soils, and a_ host of other 
things. 

Battle Goes On 

The dream of such a service may 
be realized in the future. In the 
meantime, the prairie farmer, work- 
ing out his own salvation with the 
help of the 
university s men he learned to 
trust and rely upon in the dry years, 
will carry on with the things he 
knows are good pratice. 

He will avoid a powdery land sur- 
face, and‘he will keep stubble on top
